Utah Prison 


All Hostages 
Released After 
I I-Hour Ordeal 
POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, 
Utah itrv—Some 500 convicts ended 
an H-hour riot at the Utah State 
Prison today, gave up captured 
weapons and released all hostages, 
and l -grudgingly returied control 
of the battered penitentiary to au­ 
thorities. 
Officers said at 8:39 a.m. 'PST>. 
that "w e now are in full control 
of the entire prison." 


THE RIOTERS gave up at 5 
a.m. and released 18 men whom 
they had held since before 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, when the outbreak 
started during a basketball game 
between a church quintet and a 
prison squad. 
However, it took more than 
three hours before officials, mov­ 
ing slowly and carefully, could get 
to all guard stations and feel they 
were again in command. 


CONVICTS W ERE ordered to 
“muck nut the m ess" left by their 
riot. 
Cellblocks B and D were 
"pretty well torn up” #lth plum b­ 
ing dam aged, windows knocked out 
and litter strewn over water- 
covered floors. Other cellblocks 
were damaged, but not as exten­ 
sively. 
A fire started In a basement 
storehouse still burned at m id­ 
morning in stacks of m attresses 
and in a newly arrived shipment 
of uniform cloth. 


NONE or THE 18 men released 
at 5 a m , seven of them from the 
Latter Day Saints Church basket­ 
ball squad at nearby Granger, had 
been injured. 
The hostage, w ere preceeded 
from the cellblocks by two con­ 
victs. arm ed robbers Billy Randall 
and Joe Valdez, who turned over 
to authorities the weapons they 
had taken from a captured sentry 
turret. 


RANDALL CARRIED a m a­ 
chine gun. 
He handed it to a 
guard, then gave the officer the 
ammunition clip for the weapon. 
He turned to another guard, calm ­ 
ly opened his jacket and took a 
revolver from his belt 
The inm ate opened the chamber 
to show there were five bullets in 
the bistol and then, with a flour­ 
ish, surrendered it. 
Eighteen men. including seven 
members of a Mormon Church 
basketball team, cam e out behind 
Randall and Valdez. 


ATTY. GEN. E. R. Callister 
said the riot ended when the con­ 
victs agreed they would let the 
hostages go if the Inm ates' list of 
grievances could be presented pub- 
tlcly. This was done half an hour 
before the release when Randall 
and Valdez came out and talked 
to newsmen.

It should be pointed out for the bene­ 
fit of those who do not know that the 
legislation which created the Tramway 
Authority merely sets up the method of 
constructing and operating a tram up 
Mt. San Jacinto at no cost, to California 
taxpayers. 
The

wouldn’t contribute a dinip. The project 
would have to be financed through the 
sale of revenue bonds that would be re­ 
tired by charges made for use of the 
Tramway. In other words, It must be 
self supporting. 
Situation Is Unchanged 
Just because It has taken so long to 
complete engineering studies, get esti­ 
mate* and rights-of-way, is no reason 
why the "People of California" should 
have changed ^heir minds about going 
ahead w'ith the project. Circumstances 
are exactly as they were when the bill 
was first adopted—except that it would 
cost a lot more to build the tourist lift. 
And that should be of no concern to 
California taxpayers since It would cost 
them nothing. 


HOLMES ALEXANDER: 


Present efforts of opponents to kill 


the legislation is based largely on the 
grounds that the Tramway shouldn’t be 


built because It hasn’t been built. It is 
just about th at senseless. Heal reason 


behind the opposition is the same old 
contention that It would open an other­ 
wise inaccessable area of great beauty 
to countless thousands ol people instead 
of the privileged few. This sounds pret­ 


ty silly, too. But it is the only reason 
that anyone can think of why the pro­ 
ject should not be undertaken. There 
seems little doubt, however, th at the 
conservationists are getting some help 
from other areas—outside of California, 
perhaps—which see in this great tour­ 
ist attraction some competition. 
Both

are 
moved 
entirely 
through selfish interest. Anyone can 
see that. But the legislators have to 
listen to all the arguments—and can be 
subjected to considerable pressure. If 
they take a stand for—or a g a i n s t - 
keeping the Tram w ay Authority alive, 
they want to have the backing of their 
constituents. In other words, they want 
to know how the people feel whom they 
are representing.

"W E B E L IE V E that the public 


now appreciates the magnitude of 
the heart problem in the Cmted 
States, th* vast human suffering 
caused by the heart diseases and 
the loss in industrial community 
productivity they cause," he con­ 
tinued.
